Mark 
Sullivan of the New York Herald-Tribune. has been 
tracing the fate of hts $35 a week seer* tary’s old age 
benefit payments. 
Walter Llppmann has taken up 
the same young lady's case in his syndicated column 


They find that the money she pays Is being used j 
for current operating expenses of the government. 
The security she is buying consists of IOU* deposited 
by the treasury in the old age benefit fund 
In 
effect, she is paying a weekly income tax. 


When her pension is due, it will be paid from the 
proceeds of more taxation. 
The government is under 
Contract to repay, with Interest, the money it has 
collected from her. 
That will be done by means of 
more taxes in the future. 
TTiis system has been a puzzler ever since the 
serial security law was passed. 
It has been pointed 
out many times that the scheme's effect is to make 
the social .security board a handy fat boy for govern ­ 
ment spenders, who exchange IOU’s for cash. 
Mr Sullivan merely has dramatized the plan at h 
time when millions of Americans, having paid their 
money for almost a year, are inclined to think about 
what happened to it The fact is, it has been used, 
about a billion dollars In all, to pay current expenses 
The social security 
advisory council 
meets this I 
week in Washington to discuss the matter. 
Perhaps 
it is ready to face the fact that Mr Sullivan's secre­ 
tary has a legitimate right to wonder what the d if-, 
faience is between her weekly income tax and an 
annual Income tax 
Both are used to pay running 
expenses, but she is expected to believe that her tax 1 
ti going to bi* returned with Interest some day and 
isn’t, therefore, a tax at all.
